Laſtly, though this diſcovery of Iztereſt may ſeem to portend 
ruive to-the Parhiament, yet 1t is far otherwiſe For Independents 
ought not to looke upon it ſ0,as to negle them in whoſe previledges 
and ſafety all Liberty 1s involved : But with all tendernes to have re- 

ard unto them as the only Kamprre againſt all kinds of Tyranne , 
Bcc all proceedings thence agairft them as Herericks and Schiſma- 
ticks &c. are aQuated only by ſome particular men;whoſe deſignes 
being laid 4» the dark,Time alone mrſt diſcover: Bnt that which will 
Crown Independent Intereſt and which is indeed true Parliamenta- 
73 Intereſt ;though Presbyterian drave another way] is, to reconcile 
the King upon ſuch bovoxrable, Termes, that az he and they are in all 
reaſon obliged to down with the Dagon of a rigid PresLyrerie; fo the 
ingagement may be managed with tuch Cazrzon for the ſafery of the 
Parliament ,and affurance of Liberty in time ro come,as may remove 
all Jealouſies 3nd lay a ſure foundation for a laſting Peace.

; Fifthly, they may do well to confider,that if they h2ll drive any 9.

uniting by under-propping rhe other Party,i's cleare then, that their 
power and greatnets will be /ſpefFed , and become odious to Prizce
